Livingstone’s Last Lettor to Stanley, 


The Latest Discoveries of the 
Explorer. 


Geographical® Errors Corrected. 


Lonpoy, April 7.—Mr. Wobb, Consul of 
the United States kt Zanzibar, has arrived 
in London with a letter from the late Dr, 
Livingstone to Stanley, which is published 
inthe Daily Telegraph. 

Tho letter from Livingstone to Stanley, 
brought froni Zanzibar by U. 8. Consul 
Webb, is dated Lake Bangweolo, South 
Central Africa, no date. It begins In this 
wise: ‘FE wrote you hurriedly.from Unjan- 
jembe, my mind belog occupied at the mo- 
thent with little worrles Incidental to tho 
starting of the oarayan, I am devoutly 
thankful to our loving Father for helping 
you through the toll. The men whom you 
sent In the party are Working like machines, 
and try faithfully to give satisfaction, The 
frult, fish and pork have been better selected 
than I could have done. Your wish for joy 
over my plum pudding has been fulfilled. I 
am keeping your present of champagne for 
a special occasion.” 

Conginuing thusin a friendly strain over 
two pages of paper, Dr’ Livingstone turns to 
geographical mattete, Alluding to the 
error, with respect to the sources of the 
Zambesi, which took him a period of twenty 
two months fo eliminate, he says that on 
his perceiving thasrror he went back to the 
héad watera of the Zambesi wver in order to 
se6that no more chaff occurred, and that he 
had'been the unfortunate means of demolish« 
ing two empires. 

The Portuguese geography, with that of 
the Emperor of Monsomotapa, Dr, Livings 
Btone says, describe Lake Bangweolo as 
being sarrounded by a flat country, although 
it is situated 4,000 feet above tho level of 
thegea, and he ridicules the idea of 
map~making manis, which is very much 
opposed to truth, 

From thia point Dr, Livingstone goes on 
to say,that it is yory unpleasant for him to 
expose misstatement and appear In contra 
diction, but he asks, “What am I ‘to do?”

tent.” He claimed for the Irish people

Mr, Brooxs (the Lord Mayor of Dablin) sec* 
onded the amendment, and repudiated the 
charges of disloyalty and * yelled rebellion’? 
urged Sgalpat the supporters of the Home Rule 
movement. 

Mr. CHAPLIN sald they had witoessed u dis- 
tlogulshed statesman and Prime Mioleter, who 
acceded to office with a diatinct Irish polley, 
suffer a reverse of fortune, and now they were 
contronted with a motion which, if it meant 
anything, was futended as a fatal ood yital 
blow at the integrity of the empire, The

Mr, OunnrNamAM wished Mr. Clarke to 
explain the exact position of the case as it 
now stood in Manitoba. It was now under 
consideration by the Judge whether or not 
he had jurisdiction. If he gave a decision 
adverse to his jurisdiction, of course it 
would quite alter the case as regards Riel 
being an outlaw or a fugitive from justice, 

Mr. Bowe said that he had desired to 
have this matter explained, but was pre~ 
veuted from doing so, Attorney-General 
Olarke was now beyond the jurisdiction of 
this House, having gone south for the 
benefit of his health, and it was altogether 
impossible for him to present himself this 
session. He contended that Louis Riel, as 
he had been here, knew the course which 
had been pursued, and was perfectly able 
to have appeared when called upon and 
explained his own case, It seemed that 
the course now pursued was to impede mat 


ters. 

The Hon. Mr, Brake hoped the hon, 
member for Marquette would withdraw 
his motion, a8 it was perfectly plain from 
the argument of the hon, member.of North 
Hastings that Riel should have been here 
or in Manitoba, his absence being proof of 
the fact. that he was evading justice, He 
trusted the matter would be allowed to drop, 
and that no attempt wottld be made to ro- 
tard matters. . 

The motion waa withdrawn, 

DISCOURTESY TO MEMBERS, 

After a number of bills had been intro- 
duced,

The present system of 
each Province supplying its own franchise 
1s to be continued, M. Dorion stating that 
thia would be a saying to the country of 
fifty orsixty thousand dollars a year.In 
Prince Edward Island, where there are two 
branches of the Logislature—both elective 
—the franchise used there fer the Upper 
House has been selected. The provisions 
for voting by ballot were not explained, 
the system, it appears, being based on that 
adopted in Australia, and alming at abso- 
lute sccreay, Heexplained the machinery 
by which sick or illiterate persons would 
be able to record their votes, and also 
other details. 

Dr. Torrzn criticised the measure at 
some length. He condemned the adoption 
of Provincial franchises for the election of 
members of the House of Commons, con- 
tending that this was leaving the basis of 
Parliamentary Government to the caprice 
of Legislatures over whom the House had 
no contro!, and instanced Nova Scotia 
legislation to show how local party spirit 
might directly affect the basis of Dominion 
ropresentation. He considered that $50,- 
000 every fiye yeara would be well spent in 
the completion of Dominion voters’ lists, 
He reminded the House that the principle 
of simultaneous yoting, which he approved, 
was a feature of the bill introduced last 
year by Sir John Macdonald, as were 
several others of the best pointe in the 
present measure. He condemned the 
present Goverbment for not having been 
true to thei professions, in having the 
Nova Scotia’elections this winter held after 
those of Ontario and Quebec simply for a 
political object. “He expressed his cordial 
approval of the abolition of property quali« 
fication. 

Mr. Buake gave a hesitating defence of 
the Provinciel franchise feature, and sug- 
goated that it it did not work well 1t could 
hereafter,be changed, 

Mr. Hmyakb Camenon condemned the 
system ot vote by ballot, and said it would 
give a voter the opportunity of taking 
bribes from both sides. He opposed ‘the 
abolition of nomination days, which he 
considered did good in bringing the voters 
from the various parts of an electoral dig« 
trict together. 

After Mesars.Malcolm Oameron, Dymond, 
Plumb, Domyille, Young, Farrow and 
Oliver had spoken, by consent of the Gove 
ernment the debate was adjourned, 


The House adjourned at 12 p. m.

But reverting to the firat question above 
we find it leas easy to answer, Why was 
the present moment seized upon by our 
Government to open the question of reci+ 
procity? The only solution we can arrive 
at is that the Dominion Government intead 
to cast in with the trade advantages we 
have to offgr, the right to compensation for 
our fisheries also, We hold it as a cer- 
tainty that this claim is bound to go by 
the board if the negotiations for reciprocity 
ara successful. 

Whiat then is the objection to this 
course? It is this: We are buying from 
the United States Government with money 
the privilege of trading with them, It is 
this principle to which we object, aod 
against which we utter our decided pro- 
test. 

It has been asserted and reasserted on 
the platform, In the Press, and on the floor 
of Parliament that we are not serious 
losera;in the aggregate, by the rescinding 
of the old reciprocity Treaty. If this is 
the true state of the case why should we 
purchase a new treaty? Once admit that 
we are willing to buy trading privileges; 
or in other words, to hire American legisla- 
tors to liberalize their laws, in so far as they 

ncerp us, avd it will soon be seen that 

© have undertaken a heavy contract, 

But it may be denied that we are right 
in assuming that the fishery Commission 
would make an award in our fayor, It 
cannot be denied that thereis an element 
of uncertainty about the result. About 
our rights in the case we do not believe 
there can be much difference of opinion ; 
and we are equally tertain that the weight 
of probability as to the nature of the 
award is heavily in our fayor. To abandon 
our vantage ground and permit our claim 
to be used merely as a lever to secure roe 
ciprocity is the step for which we fail to 
find an explanation that will bo satisfac- 
tory to the covntry. Would it not be much 
better to keep the gettlement effected by 
the Washing'nn Treaty intact? That 
arrangement . ould be worked out by 
itself, and should stand on its own merits. 
So the “Question of a reciprocity treaty 
should be eufferec to reat also. When it is 
considered to be to the mutual advan- 
tage of both contries to renew their 
former liberal trade relations, the work of 
arranging for their renewal ought to be 
entered upon; but no sooner, Any ate 
tempt to re-open the settlement effected by 
the Washington Treaty is not only objec- 
tionable on the grounds stated, but is al- 
most certain to result to our disadvantage,

The Jews of soumania, 


‘The Roumanian Jews have signed a peti- 
tion to the Chamber of Deputies asking for 
the removal of the Political and civil labor. 
The document sets forth the injustice of the 


treatment they receive, and asserts that in 


all civilized countries where tho Jews have 
been admitted to civil and political liberty, 
they have not been behind their countrymen 
of other faiths in sclonce, art, or patriotism. 
They complain that they cannot hold prow 
perty or till the gol, nor even own the 
houses in which they live. They are shut 
out from the learned professions, excluded 
trom several industrial and commercial pur-~ 
suits, and in the army, where there are eeve~ 
ral thousand Jewish soldiers in the ranks, 
they aré denied all hopes of protiotion. The 
petitioners claim that the ill-treatment they 
recelvé isin direct opposition to the spirit 
and letter of the constitution which, in article 
21, declares tberty of conscience to be unx« 
restricted, und guarantees the freedom of all 
religions, The document, which is couched 
in the most eloquent and respectfal terms 
and Js.quite devold of passion, concludes 
with prayer that the political and civil dis- 
abilities of the Roumanian Jews may be 
speedily removed, and as they pay the sama 
taxes and are under the same obligations as 
Roumanian citizens, that they may be grant~ 
ed equal righta and prerogatives,

554, On manufactures there was exhibited av 
Increase of $582,807. These exports indicate 
with unerring certainty the réal condition of 
the couotry. Theo, touching the imports, 
these have focreased In the year 1873 over tho 
year 1872, by 81,812,392. He clafmed that these 
figares refuted the position of the hon. Minister 
of Finance, 


Alter the lugubrious utterances of the 
Finavoe Minister, the figures above quoted 
will be received with surprise and pleasure 
by the country, as showing that the 
Dominion ie ja a rapidly progrossive, 
instead of a retrogressiye condition.
